their own against the lighting forces of the Czar. 


This battle in the light of the present situation, is more important than 


was that of Liao Yang. The reputations 
of

Kuropatkin and 


Field Marshal Oyama are at slake. 
Should the Russians win and the Jap- 


anese be forced to withdraw to the south of Liao Yang, General Kuropat- 
kin will have won back the name lost by his defeat at Liao Yang and the 
Japanese will have lost practically everything they have gained 
by the 


year's campaign. On the other hand, should the Japanese, prove successful 
in this fight the Russians will bs forced to evacuate Mukden and Manchur- 
ia will be iost for the time being at least.

from Mukden says: The Japanese on

and came within three miles of Yen- 
tai, but Monday the Japanese received 
strong reinforcements of infantry and 
artillery and not only held their posi- 
tions, but even assumed the offensive. 
The fighting lasted the entire day and 
night. The Japanese directed their 
artillery fire with great skill and 
searched the 
Russian 
positions so 


fiercely that the Russians fell back 
north of the Schili river, which crosses 
the railroad seven miles from Yentai. 
The Russians Tuesday morning re- 
sumed their advance, once more cross- 
ing the Schili river, and engaged the 
Japanese two miles south of it. 
A 


terrific artillery engagement is pro- 
ceeding along the entire front. 
The 


result of the battle is still undecided. 


The fighting reported in progress 


north of Yentai, which has resulted in 
a temporary check of General Kuro- 
patkin's advance guard, is not regard- 
ed at the war office as indicating a 
general engagement. The latest offi- 
cial dispatches indicating the disposi- 
tion of the various corps show that the 
whole army is not yet in line of battle. 
General Kuropatkin's present super- 
iority in numbers, it is held here, is 
bound sooner or later to compel the 
Japanese to 
fall 
back upon their 


strong positions within the triangle 
formed by Yenti. Liao Yang and Syk- 
wantun. 
Everything points to that 


district as being the prospective scene 
of the decisive struggle of this year's 
campaign.

Aurora and S\etlana; nine 
destroyers and 10 big transports. The 
fleet will divide off the Spanish coast, 
one squadron going by way of the 
Suez canal and the other around Caae 


Horn, reuniting at a prearranged point 
in the Indian ocean.

Japanese Minister's Views. 


London, Oct. 12. — The British gov- 


ernment is closely watching to dis- 
cover the cause and effect of General 
Kuropatkin's 
forward 
movement. 


Baron Hayashi, the Japanese minister 
here, conveyed such information as he 
possessed to Foreign Minister Lans- 
downe. Baron Hayashi deprecates the 
ridicule'that is being showered by the 
English press on General Kuropatkin's 
proclamation. "Even the assumption 
of an initiative," said the Japanese 
minister, "•must benefit the Russian 
forces. 
I ha\e no more belief that 


General Kuropatkin's move is a bluffi 
than I believe that Marquis Oyama's 
lack of aggression is due to an at- 
tempt to lure Kuropatkin into a trap.'' 


" Nodzu May Succeed Oyama. 
London, Oct. 12. — Bennett Burleigh 


telegraphs from Shanghai that Field 
Marshal Oyama and his staff will re- 
turn or be recalled to Japan, ostensi- 
bly because the army is going into 
winter 
quarters, and that General 


Nodzu will take over the command.. 
"It is now well known amongst the 
better classes of Japanese," Mr. Bur- 
leigh adds, "that it was Nodzu who 
saved the situation at the battle of 
Liao Yang. Oyama and the headquar- 
ters had actually ordered a retreat.
